U.S. Loans After Disaster Have Political Overtones 


WASHINGTON 
(A P ) — The 
government lent a prominent 
Alaska Democrat $894,000—near­ 
ly all he asked for—and cut in 
half the request of the state’s 
Republican governor after the 
Fairbanks flood damaged their 
rival motels last August. 
A low-level 
Budget Bureau 
lawyer, Robert M. Weinberg, 28, 
spotted the case in a routine 
check of the Small Business Ad­ 
ministration’s books. 
Weinberg’s job is to watch for 


incidents of sloppy money man­ 
agement by the diffuse lending 
agency. Others saw political im­ 
plications, but an SBA official 
denied politics was involved in 
any way. 
The Democrat who borrowed 
the money is L. Donald Pruhs 
of Fairbanks, until a month ago 
chairman of the party’s central 
committee for the Alaskan inte­ 
rior, now a member of its state 
central committee. Pruhs em­ 
ploys Alaska’s Democratic na­ 


tional 
committeeman, 
A l e x 
Miller, as a supervisor in his 
contracting firm. 
And although the $894,000 loan 
for Pruhs’s Golden Nugget mo­ 
tel needed no higher approval 
than that of the SBA’s San 
Francisco office, a government 
source said Pruhs retained a 
Washington lawyer to help him 
get it. 
Just across the street from 
Pruhs’s Golden Nugget is Re­ 
publican Gov. Walter J. Hickel’s

Pruhs’s 
own 
estimate-harder 
hit by the flood. 
GOT HALF 
Hickel asked the SBA for $1.2 
million; he got $623,400. 
The SBA refinanced an earlier 
loan to t h e Golden Nugget, 
Pruhs said. It would not refi­ 
nance the Travelers Inn’s two 
mortgages, said Hickel’s broth­ 
er, Vernon, who manages the 
inn. 


The SBA sent 90 men to Fair­ 
banks last August after the Che- 
na River, which divides the 
town, burst its banks and de­ 
stroyed much of the community 
deep in Alaska’s interior. 
By the first of the year they 
had approved more than $25 
million in disaster loans to busi­ 
nesses, nearly $16 million to 
homeowners. A dozen loans of 
more 
than 
$350,000 
required 
higher approval in San Francis­ 
co. 


The biggest—with its bargain 
disaster rate of 3 percent inter­ 
est 
over 
30 
years—went 
to 
Pruhs’s 38-unit Golden Nugget. 
Pruhs, in a telephone inter­ 
view, said he estimated the 
damage to his motel, which 
opened last May, at slightly 
over $200,000.” But his disaster 
loan is for $894,000. He said: 
“It’s a little confusing. When I 
built the Golden Nugget, I ap­ 
plied for a regular SBA loan for 
about $690,000. The money was 


too tight here in Alaska for me 
to borrow it privately. 
“It was approved, and we 
were about to sign the final pap­ 
ers when the flood hit. With the 
damage, I told the SBA I’d go 
bankrupt if the loan weren’t 
refinanced. They agreed, and 
the entire 
$894,000 loan 
was 
classified as a disaster loan.” 
The interest rate on regular 
small business loans of this type 
is between 5 and 6 percent, SBA

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U.S. Spending 
Still Is Issue 
In Congress

Monday brought from both the House 
and Senate signals that restraint in federal 
spending on domestic programs again will 
be a major objective lor some key mem­ 
bers. 
Chairman Wilbur D. Mills, D-Ark., of 
the House Ways and Means Committee 
made it clear that this group will take no 
action on President Johnson’s proposed 10 
percent income tax surcharge until after 
he studies the President’s new budget. 
Sen. Everett M. Dirksen of Illinois, the 
Senate Republican leader, told reporters 
it’s time to ‘‘stretch out” spending on 
some domestic programs by postponing 
expenditures already authorized. He men­ 
tioned the space program in particular. 
Although Mills’ committee will hold 
hearings on the surcharge legislation next 
week, he told newsmen Monday that the 
panel will do no voting until after it has 
nad an opportunity to examine the new 
budget and challenge any increase over 
the current fiscal year’s domestic spend­ 
ing. 
The committee shelved the proposed 
increase last year. 
In open hearings next Monday and 
Tuesday, the panel will hear arguments for 
the surtax form Secretary of the Treasury 
Henry H. Fowler, Budget Director Charles 
L. Sdhultze and Federal Reserve Chairman 
William MacMartin Jr. 
But Mills told newsmen, “We’ll talk 
about it after we see the budget.” 
The revenue and spending plan is due 
before Congress by Jan. 29, but some ad­ 
ministration officials have been debating 
whether to ask for an extension of time. 
Mills said a spending increase of $10 
billion to $12 billion would clearly violate 
the condition he laid down for considering 
a tax increase—that the spending line be 
held on items other than the Vietnam war 
and fixed outlays like interest on the gov­ 
ernment debt. 
He would not say, however, how much 
increase he might tolerate. 
Mills said his concern is that any tax 
increase should be clearly temporary, de­ 
signed to ease the domestic and interna­ 
tional fiscal problems associated with the 
Vietnam war. 
But, he said, “A $10-billion to $12-bil- 
lion increase in spending would just equal 
what the surtax would yield. Imposing a 
surtax under those circumstance doesn’t 
give any assurance that the time will ever 
come when we don’t need it.”

New Tremors Shake Sicily 


PALERMO, Sicily UFl — New 
tremors rumbled Monday night 
through the snowy mountains of 
western Sicily where hundreds 
were killed in a shattering ser­ 
ies of predawn earthquakes. 
Authorities feared the death 
toll would be more than 500. Po­ 
lice reported nearly 300 killed in 
the rubble of half a dozen towns 
and villages and some stricken 
communities remained isolated. 
A total of 96 bodies had been 
recovered by dusk Monday. 
More than 1,000 persons were 
believed injured and the num­ 
ber of homeless was estimated 
at 10,000. 
Houses, hospitals, medieval 


castles and churches were top­ 
ped in the worst disaster on 
the island since 1908. 
Three hundred people were 
missing at Montevago, where an 
emergency 
hospital 
collapsed 
and burned 200 persons. Fifty 
bodies were recovered and most 
of those trapped in the wreck­ 
age were believed dead. 
While thousands of the home­ 
less spent the night outdoors in 
freezing temperatures, several 
tremors rolled through the dev­ 
astated towns Monday evening. 
A stronger shock was felt near 
Agrigento, on Sicily’s southwest­ 
ern coast, shortly before Mon­ 
day midnight.

NEW YORK (AP)-The Supreme Court approved 
Monday the nearly six year old proposal to merge the 
Pennsylvania and New York Central railroads in the big­ 
gest consolidation in U. S. corporate history. In a 7-1 
decision, the court in Washing on cleared the tracks for 
the creation by Feb. 1 of the 
world’s largest privately owned 
railroad system with assets of 
more than $4.3 billion. 
Justice Abe Fortas, speaking 
for the court, said the justices 
could find no basis for reversing 
approval of the merger by the 
Interstate Commerce Commis­ 
sion and a New York federal 
court. 
The 
merged 
road, 
to 
be 
known as the Pennsylvania New 
York 
Central 
Transportation 
Co., stretches halfway across 
the continent between New York 
and St. Louis and Chicago with 
20,000 miles of road.

The picture of the mountain­ 
ous farming region at dusk was 
a scene of death and desolation. 
In Montevago, where the hos 
pital collapsed, volunteer res­ 
cue teams and firemen, rein­ 
forced by army troops, were 
still 
digging 
mangled 
bodies 
out of the ruins. 
Most of the 
town was destroyed. 
Gibellina, a town of 7,000 in­ 
habitants, was totally ruined. 
Sulphur fumes belched through 
several cracks in the mountain­ 
side. 
Also wrecked was Sala- 
paruta, 
where 
3,120 
farmers 
lived. 


$80 MILLION SAVING 
Eventual savings for the rail 
roads have been estimated at 
more than $80 million annually 
More than 95.000 employes are 
affected but the merger agree­ 
ment 
protects 
them 
against 
loss of jobs. 
Part of the merger agreement 
is that the Penn-Central will 
make a loan of up to $25 million 
to the financially ailing New 
Haven Railroad and pick up 
some of the New Haven’s oper­ 
ating losses. 
The court also approved, In its 
decision, ICC terms calling for 
the Norfolk & Western, a pros­ 
perous 
coal-hauling 
road,

take over three smaller eastern 
roads — the Erie-Lackawanna, 
Delaware & Hudson and the 
Boston & Maine.

CENTRAL ROLE 
“The

most naturally should have the

role in

ments relating to the events in 
Vietnam,” Thieu said. “To over­ 
look or to disregard this normal 
setup is to give leeway to the 
Communist tendentious propa­ 
ganda. and damage the success 
of the common cause.

The detailed proposal calls for 
an end to the bombing of North 
Vietnam, among other things, to 
bring about a negotiated settle­ 
ment of the war.

Medicare Standards Liberalized 


(Editor's note: This is the fifth in a scries on provisions of 
iA* new Social Security law.)

M edicare hospital insurance was given to almost every 
person in the United States 65 years or older when the 
original law passed in 1965. 
But, said the law, in the future, hospital insurance would 
be provided only to those who had a certain amount of Social 
Security coverage. The future began Jan. 1, 1968. 
The new Social Security law does not extend the period 
in which persons without Social Security credits are eligible 
for M edicare hospital insurance, but it does decrease the 
num ber of quarters of Social Security coverage necessary 
to qualify. 


OLD MEDICARE LAW 
The original Medicare law said that a person who 
reached age 65 in 1968 would need at least six quarters of 
Social Security credits to get M edicare hospital insurance, 
nine quarters in 1968, 12 quarters in 1970, and so on. 
The new law says if you reach age 65 this year you can 
have M edicare hospital insurance if you have as few as 
three quarters of coverage, six quarters if you reach age 65 
in 1969; nine in 1970, and so on. 
A num ber of medical item s not covered by the original 
M edicare law are insured by the new law. They include: 
• Paym ent for the purchase of durable m edical equip­ 
ment—hospital beds, iron lungs, w heelchairs, etc. Inexpen­ 
sive item s will be paid for in full at once. P aym ent for 
m ajor item s will be made periodically, as if the equipm ent 
had been rented. Once the equipm ent is paid for, the Medi­ 
care paym ents stop. However, if the need for the equipm ent 
stops before it is entirely paid for, the paym ents stop, too. 
• Paym ent for out-patient physical therapy services. 
The new bill covers these services under M edicare P art B 
doctors’ bill insurance. The therapy m ust be furnished by 
physical therapists connected in som e way with, and under 
the supervision of, a hospital or clinic of health agency. The 
patient does not have to be homebound to get this service, 
it begins July 1, 1968. 
• The services of a podiatrist or chiropodist are now 
covered—but not for routine foot care. These services are 
covered only if they are for a specific illness or condition. 
This is much like eye services—covered if for a specfic 
illness or condition, not covered for routine exam ination or 


refraction. 
The 
original 
M edicare 
law 
put 
radiologists 
(X -ray 
doctors) and pathologists (laboratory doctors) in the sam e 
category as all other physicians, even though their services 
are alm ost always given in a hospital. 
That m eant that th eir fees were subject to the $50 deduct­ 
ible and 20 per cent coinsurance that applied to all M edicare 
P a rt B services. 
The new law does not put radiologists and pathologists 
under P art A, where they belong, but it does change the 
n atu re of their paym ents. 
Starting April 1, the full reasonable charges of pathol­ 
ogists and radiologists will be paid by Medicare for services 
provided to a patient in a hospital—without any deductible 
or coinsurance. 


SECRETARY’S POWER 


One of the most im portant sections of the new law — 
potentially im portant—is a little noticed clause that author­ 
izes the secretary of health, education, and welfare to try 
to keep costs down. 
He will do this by experim enting with various m ethods 
of reim bursem ents to hospitals, physicians and other types 
of organizations providing medical services. What he will 
be looking for are incentives to keep costs down while 
keeping quality up. 
U nder the present system of M edicare, hospitals are 
paid w hatever it costs to provide care for Medicare patients. 
If the costs go up, the paym ents go up. So there’s no incen­ 
tive for hospitals to keep costs down. 
It’s the sam e—or worse—with doctors. They are entitled 
to their customary and reasonable charges. And who’s to 
say w hat’s custom ary and reasonable. The doctors th em ­ 
selves! 


NO LOWER FEES 


So far, there have been no reports of doctors who lowered 
their fees. There have been many thousand reports of doctors 
raising their fees — som etim es unconscionably — now th at 
elderly patients have insurance. 
We have to find w ays to keep costs from skyrocketing so 
high th at Medicare and Medicaid will be priced out of the 
m arket. The new law gives the secretary of HEW the right 
to experim ent with w ays of doing this.

The safety officer said it is 
illegal to drive any vehicle with 
an expired inspection sticker, 
even if the trip is to an inspec­ 
tion station. 
“ There is no exemption in the 
law,” he declared. 
“ Motorists 
are just as guilty when driving 
to an inspection station as they 
would be if driving to A u n t 
Marne’s in the next state.” 
Up until the last inspection 
period expired on July 31, 1967, 
Rodgers said, the Pottstown po­ 
lice departm ent had been a r­ 
resting as many as 80 motorists 
after each deadline.

Several times in recent weeks there 
have been rumors throughout the town 
that some local youngsters are smoking 
marijuana. 
The reports appear to be unfounded. 
Local police have also received these 
reports. 
One party was supposed to 
have taken place in a nearby township. 
Pottstown always has been free of 
the dope menace. It’s infrequent when 
an arrest for narcotics is made and the 
person using narcotics is never con­ 
nected with a ring. 
But because Pottstown has been 
free of this threat it doesn't mean that 
it will remain so. 
Parents and teachers, especially 
parents, should be alert to the menace. 
They should know their children’s 
friends, the whereabouts of their child­ 
ren, the habits of their children. 
It takes not only concern but alert­ 
ness on the part of parents to guard 
against drug addiction. 
A child who sneaks a cigaret behind 
the barn isn’t committing a crime un­ 


less that cigaret contains marijuana. 
Marijuana 
is 
fashionable 
today 
among college students. Many see no 
harm in it. 
But marijuana’s biggest 
danger is that it leads to stronger and 
more addictive drugs. 
Several college students were blind­ 
ed after looking at the sun for hours 
after taking LSD. Although marijuana 
and LSD aren’t related, the use of mari­ 
juana can lead to the use of LSD. 
Parents whose children have been 
arrested in other areas always voice 
shock. They didn’t know what their 
children were doing. They felt others 
might use the drug but not their child­ 
ren. 
Preventing drug addiction is a lot 
easier than curing it. 
The teenager who smokes marijuana 
faces criminal action. But much worse 
is the harm that he can do to himself. 
Parents are urged to report any sus­ 
picions to the police. Their vigilance 
could nip a potential danger before it 
gets a foothold. 


Back on Their Feet 


Walking has had its devotees over 
the years, but they have become in­ 
creasingly scarce in the age of the 
automobile. It is interesting to note, 
however, that Britain — beset with 
problems of devaluation, exodus of pro­ 
fessional talent to parts of the world 
offering greater opportunities,

Charles de Gaulle — has been spawn­ 
ing a host of native sons and daughters 
who are capturing the attention of the 
world with their feet.

by other libraries to recoup lost volumes.

“For he uses his left hand to 
throw a ball and even tries to 
write left-handed.” . 
Perhaps 5 percent of people 
are left-handed. 
And in sport, such south­ 
paws often command extra sal­ 
aries. both as pitchers as well 
as batters. 
Because our school desks and 
musical instruments are usu­ 
ally built to favor the right- 
handed folks, this hampers the 
lefties. 
You readers have seen how 
the lefties write, for they bring 
their left hand down from the 
top of the page and thus work 
in an upside down posture, 
which is awkward. 
As a result, we usually sug­ 
gest that lefties be taught to 
write with the right hand, 
merely because of efficiency.

In fact, at John 14.:28 Jesus 
himself tells us that his Father 
is ‘greater than I’. The writer 
Paul goes on to show that this 
subjection of Jesus to his Father 
would be for all time. . . . “then 
the son also himself shall be 
subject unto him. . . .” 
—1 
Cor. 15:28. 
In this same chapter of the 
Bible Paul the Apostle shows 
that he was not a believer in a 
trinity because he writes at 1 
Cor. 8:6 “yet to us there is one 
God, the Father . . .” Jesus said 
that he and his Father were one 
in the same sense that he and 
his followers were one. (Not 
that they were one God.) Com­ 
pare John 10:30 with John 17:21. 
At John 17:3 Jesus calls his 
Father the ‘only True God’, thus 
excluding himself as part of a 
trinity. 
Now if Jesus did not worship 
a trinity, if the early Bible writ­ 
ers and Apostles did not wor­ 
ship a trinity and in fact did 
not even mention a trinity in 
their writings, but knew the 
Father of Jesus as the ‘only 
True God', where did the Trinity 
Doctrine come from? 
Among the earliest triads or 
trinities of gods to be mentioned 
in history, are those of ancient 
Babylon . . . see pages 146, 147 
of Babylonian Life and History 
(1925 edition). In time the wor­ 
ship of a triune god had spread 
to most pagan religions. 
(For 
example Hinduism and Japanese 
Buddhism.) History shows us 
at what point tradition, that is 
man made tradition, came into 
conflict with the scriptures. At 
the Nicene Council of A.D. 325 
this thought of three gods in 
one. or three persons in one god 
was proclaimed as Christian 
doctrine, and in fact the central 
doctrine of the Christian Relig­ 
ion. Think about this; would it 
have been necessary for a coun­ 
cil to establish this central doc­ 
trine centuries after Christ if 
Christ and the Apostles had 
taught it? Needless to say, it 
was opposed at the council by 
those who based their beliefs 
on the words of Jesus and the 
writers of the Bible . . . “to us 
there is one God. the Fa­ 
ther. , . .”. 
Is it any wonder that Jesus 
condemned the traditions of 
men 
As he explained at Matt. 
15:6. man-made traditions make 
void, or oppose, God’s Word. 
2 Tim. 3:16 tells us “All scrip­ 
ture. inspired of God, is profit­ 
able to teach, to reprove, to 
correct, to instruct in justice, 
that the man of God may be 
perfect, instructed for every 
good work. 
Scriptures cited above were 
taken from the Catholic Douay 
version of the Bible.

On Transplants 


While the world is agog over recent heart 
transplants which have dominated the news 
in recent weeks, there is one man who can't 
comprehend what the big fuss is about. 
He’s Baron Frankenstine. 
an early pioneer in radical 
surgery. 
The Mercury contacted 
Baron Frankenstine at his 
castle in Transylvania for his 
views on heart transplants. 
Here’s how the conversa­ 
tion went: 
“Hello, Baron Franken­ 
stine. How is everything over 
there in Transylvania?” 
“Quiet as a graveyard. What can I do for 
you?” 
“I’m a newspaperman who’s doing a story on 
transplants and I would like your opinion of 
them.” 
“Oh, yes. the heart transplants. I’ve been 
asked about that subject lately. I’m sort of 
an expert, you know. Truthfully, I can't see 
what the big fuss is all about. My work was 
much more advanced.” 
“Did you have any trouble with rejections, 
Baron?” 
“No. 
None whatsoever. 
My work was 
perfect.” 
“Then do you have any solution to rejection? 
Why is it such a problem today and wasn’t a 
problem in your day?” 
“That’s fairly obvious. Today, they only 
transplant the heart. In my work 1 transplanted 
everything. None of the organs knew which 
was supposed to be the rejeciing organ and if 
they started to reject each other there would 
have been mass confusion so they learned to 
live together, if you’ll pardon the expression.” 
“Has any doctor consulted you for your 
views today?” 
“Not yet. but I imagine they will when they 
get around to transplanting heads, eyes, legs, 
arms and the rest of the stuff.”

The 
key to my success was getting good assistants. 
Igór was ideally suited for the job. A surgeon 
like myself always needs a good assistant. A 
deformed giant is a requirement.” 
“Is that all you need?” 
“No. You also need a nice looking young 
assistant who has a beautiful girlfriend. 
“Is this necessary?” 
“Of course. The assistant is the one with 
the conscience. And the girl friend is able to 
calm down the monster. She also leads the 
young assistant from the castle minutes before 
it collapses in flames.” 
“Yes, I know what you mean. If rejection 
wasn’t a problem, what would you say was 
your biggest problem?” 
“Townspeople with flaming torches.” 
“Why was this a problem?” 
“You know, they'd march through the 
woods with their flaming torches following the 
police captain — who. incidentally always rode 
a white horse. That guv wouldn’t walk. no. not 
him.” 
“Did they force you to give up your work?” 
“In the castle, yes, but I started another 
practice away from there.” 
“Did you run into any other problems?” 
“Yes, we did have our share of problems 
there, too, but with Igor, my assistant, supply­ 
ing the parts, we made out. We made a few 
mistakes. I’ll be the first to admit that. Placing 
feet on backwards, one green eve and one blue, 
too many teeth, the nose on the forehead. Oh, 
yes. we did have a few. eh, eh.” 
“Can you give us some examples?” 
“Once we transplanted the brain of a talk­ 
ative woman into the head of a minister. He 
never complained but his parishioners did. They 
got tired of the four hour sermons each 
Sunday.” 
“That was a tough one.” 
“Yes, and another time we transplanted the 
brain of a plumber into the head ol a composer. 
After that, all he wrote was pipe organ music.”

Kennedy Monstrosity 


Out of Proportion 


Is there no one in all officialdom who will step into the 
batter’s box and attempt to hit a home run for good taste by 
roundly condemning the Kennedy Center for the Preforming 
Arts, otherwise known as the Colossus of the Potomac? 
Future visitors to the capital of the nation are going to see 
this monstrosity and be stunned into silence. Not impressed, 
mind you, as are tourists on first glimpsing the Great P y r­ 
amid, but stunned. And then a few will become angry at this 
violation of a beautiful city. Others may merely giggle and 
laugh at this folly of man. 
But by then it will be too late, because this enormous, 
marble and steel structure will be squatting there on the 
banks of the Potomac from 1970, the completion date, until 
the end of time. Something has got to be done now to stop 
the combination of w’ell-meaning citizens and madmen who 
are carrying forward this hideous task. 
Let me give you an idea of the size of the thing: The 
Kennedy center will be 700 feet long, 350 wide and 143 feet 
high! Only two blocks away will sit the delicate and lovely 
Lincoln Memorial. The Kennedy center will be almost four 
times longer, three times as wide and about twice as tall. The 
Lincoln Memorial will be completely overshadowed and 
dwarfed. 
There are those who think Lincoln deserves more and 
Kennedy far less, but that possibly is a political argument 
and we are concerned here merely with aesthetics.

If there ever was a Camelot and if the ponderous Kennedy 
center is supposed to be representative architecture, then it 
is small winder that King Arthur’s fabled castle complex has 
disappeared without a trace. It probably sank of its own 
weight into the soft ground of England. 
The supporters of the Kennedy center defend its size 
by saying it must house a 1114-seat theater, a 2200-seat opera 
house and a 2744-seat symphonev hall. The fact that all of 
these endeavors here run at losses now. due to lack of in­ 
terest, with one-quarter the seating capacity, is ignored. 
So far. no champion has come forward to say these 
things and to act on them. I’m afraid that art these days 
is sacred, and so is the name Kennedy. Together, and tack­ 
ed onto a building, they form an unassailable combination. 
Alas.

The Pennsylvania Story 


Convention Maintains Harmony

With Pennsylvania’s Constitutional conven­ 
tion now in its second calendar month, per­ 
haps nothing has been more surprising to 
veteran Capitol Hill observers than the almost 
complete absence of partisanship, bickering 
and head-thumping many had projected. 
Whether this harmonious course will con­ 
tinue during February, the final month of the 
constitutional re-writing chorr\ remains to be 
seen; most delegates at this point seem to 
feel it will. 
Actually, the first m ajor milestone of the 
three-month gathering now has passed, with 
the close of business last week marking the 
end of free submission of proposals from 
delegates; that is, beginning with this week 
new- proposals now’ may be submitted from 
the floor—only with approval of the rest of 
the delegates. 
Interestingly, that first deadline-milestone 
showed a somewhat amazing total of 210 pro­ 
posals turned in for comm ittee consideration. 
This number is regarded as rather high in 
view of the fact that the convention is lim­ 
ited to consideration of only four specific 
phases of the State Constitution: taxation and 
State finance, the judiciary, local govern­ 
ment, and legislative reapportionment. 
It should be noted that this preliminary 
area of operation of the convention—that is, 
the period ending last week for open season 
on submission of revision proposals—w as one 
of 
particularly 
fetching 
give and-take: 
a

that 
could 
have 
produced 
bitter 
wrangling 
and 
strong 
partisanship which 
could very well have carried over into the 
decisive month ahead. 
This 
failed to develop 
however, 
even 
though the issues were present, awaiting only 
the spark. 
One such issue, for example, was the 
proposal that the convention consider the 
fiery issue of state aid to non-public schools, 
an issue that already has split the Legislature 
itself. 
When 
the president 
of the 'convention 
ruled that the subject was not within the 
purvue of the four specific subjects to which 
it was limited, the sponsor of the proposal 
toyed with the idea of taking the issue to the 
full convention floor in an effort to gain an 
override of the ruling. 
Had this developed, the convention unques­ 
tionably would have been split decisively 
over the touchy issue regardless of whether 
the ruling was upheld or rejected. In the 
end. the sponsoring delegate decided to abide 
by the ruling of convention President and 
Lieutenant Governor Raymond J. Broderick 
and not force the issue to a floor decision.

A 
move to take this to the convention floor 
was dropped by the sponsoring delegate. 
These two incidents perhaps illustrate the 
"air of good faith” that has surrounded the 
convention so far. In theory the partisanship 
and bickering that many had projected for 
the convention could have been present. The 
seeds were there, of this there can be little 
doubt. 
After all. the line up of delegates shows 
88 Republicans to 75 Democrats but a host 
of factors have worked against the conven­ 
tion assuming a bald partisan tinge. 
For example, delegates have not been 
seated by party affiliation—but rather alpha­ 
betically. On the important committee front, 
Republicans and Democrats co-chair com ­ 
mittees. All in all the convention so far is 
regarded as a good give-and-take session, 
but whether it w ill continue in the final sticky 
month remains to be seen. 


Odds and Ends 


Now come the scientists with the news that 
air pollution is causing Winters to become 
colder. Less sunlight is getting through to the 
earth on this continent. 
To those who yearn for the hard Winters 
of yesteryear this intnrmation might come as 
good news. But the cost of declining tem pera­

Latest indication of how hard up poets are 
comes from the Greater London Arts Asso­ 
ciation which has just formed a poets employ­ 
ment agency. For a fee ranging from $5 to $50 
poets, including well known ones, will pro­ 
vide appropriate verses for parties, municipal 
ceremonies, wedding receptions or industrial 
conventions. 
News that the poetic descendents of Shake­ 
speare and Shelley have fallen to such penury 
will be saddening to all admirers of English 
literature. 
In view of the great debt the language 
owes to the English bards, perhaps this would 
be an appropriate time to start some sort of 
a fund to keep English poets respectable. 


Golfers Come Into Limelight 


The golfers arc moving onto the television 
screens and the football players are begin­ 
ning to move out of the limelight now that 
the Green Bay Packers have defeated the 
Oakland Raiders 33-14 in the Super Bowl. 
CBS kicked off the tv golf season Saturday 
with the first hour of its series of taped pro­ 
gram s in its "Golf Classic” which was shot 
last Fall. Thirteen shows hence, the winners 
will be revealed in a secret that is pretty 
well kept so that the viewers may enjoy the 
suspense of it all. 
Perhaps the most dram atic moments in 
television during the entire weekend came 
al the wind up of ABC’s Bing Crosby profes- 
sional-amateur tournament at Pebble Beach. 
The tournament wound up in a three-way tie. 
Then the three moved right on to a sudden- 
death playoff which was broken by a dra­ 
matic shot by Johnny Pott. 
Presumably no one who was watching the 
tournament moved away to join entertain­ 
ment programs starting on other networks. 
The Crosby tournament, now 27 years old, is 
perhaps the most interesting of all the "celeb­ 
rity” golf events. Last y e a r the weather 
was so bad that the struggles of the players 
against the wind and the rain was a dramatic 
saga in itself. This year, with the weather per­ 
fect, the excitement was built around the 
close fight among Pott, Bruce Devlin and 
Billy Casper to win top prize money. 
ABC, which has a special expertise in 
sports coverage, had a good team of cam era­ 
men and reporters covering the match—and 
one Bing Crosby who did a lot of the com- 


rncnt, was as good at the job as any of the 
others.

appeal. Maybe it just lacked Bob Hope. 
At any rate, it was entertainment for our 
military men—comedy, girls, and music. 
NBC’s replacement show for "Accidental 
Family” which last week had its prem iere, 
was merely a nighttime version of its d ay ­ 
time "Hollywood Squares.” The prizes were 
bigger and the guest stars inore important, 
but the gam e show, a sort of human game of 
tic-tac-toe, is the kind of program that helps 
make ironing a little less bcring, but it is 
hardly the stuff that makes a diverting eve­ 
ning program.

NASA Considering 
Air' 
For Breathing of Apollo Spacemen 


SPACE CENTER, Houston 
(AP) — Faced with a rapidly 
approaching deadline for a fire- 
safe Apollo spacecraft, NASA 
Monday indicated its intention 
to consider “enriched air” rath­ 
er than flame-feeding pure oxy­ 
gen for breathing by astronauts 
in rockets on the launch pad. 
The pure oxygen atmosphere 
had been stoutly defended by 
the agency in the troubled 
months following the fire Jan. 
27, 1967, in which three astro­ 
nauts died inside their Apollo 
command module atop a rocket 
at Cape Kennedy. 
The air they breathed was 95- 
per-cent pure oxygen at a pres­ 
sure a little greater than that of 
the air outside their ship, and 
the oxygen helped turn their 
craft into a crematorium. 
The fire touched off a major 
redesign effort by the agency 
and the company which build 
the Apollo craft, the space divi­ 
sion of North American Rock­ 
well Corp. 
TRY TO SET FIRES 
In tests which ended Jan. 7, 
engineers at the Manned Space­ 
craft Center tried 38 times to 
deliberately set fires within the 
improved spacecraft. Five at­ 
tempts 
resulted 
in 
blazes 
termed 
“ unacceptable” 
by 
agency engineers. 
The agency said Monday that 
a mixture of 60 per cent oxygen 
and 40 per cent nitrogen would 
be used within the dummy ship 
in a new round of tests begin­ 
ning Wednesday. 
The decision was made by a 
flammability 
review 
board 
headed by Dr. Robert R. Gil- 
ruth, director of the Manned 
Spacecraft Center. 
“ Based on medical, operation 
and engineering data, the 60-40 
mixture of oxygen and nitrogen 
is one we definitely want to 
investigate,” said George Low, 
manager of the Apollo space­ 
craft program. “ This is not to 
say that we will suspend investi­ 
gation of other mixtures at var­ 
ious pressures.” 
But it is the first time the 
agency has publicly admitted its 
willingness to consider a closer- 
to-air mixture for spacecraft 
breathing. The air we breathe is 
a mixture of 21 per cent oxygen. 
78 per cent nitrogen and traces 
of other gases. 
Pure oxygen, which was used 
for the Gemini and Mercury 
flights 
which preceded the 
moon-landing Apollo program, 
was selected because it requires 
less 
“plumbing”—and, 
thus, 
weight—than 
a 
mixture 
of 
gases, and because it protects 


astronauts from the dangers of 
pressure sickness from nitro­ 
gen, such as the “bends” suf­ 
fered by deep-sea divers. 
PRESSURE SUITS 
In addition, spacemen ventur­ 
ing outside their craft for space 
¡walks, or extravehicular activi­ 
ties, use pressure suits designed 
to operate with pure oxygen. A 
mixed-gas atmosphere would 
complicate the design of the 
suits and make them heavier. 
Gilruth said in Monday’s terse 
announcement about the agen­ 
cy’s change in plans that NASA 
now 
retains 
three 
options: 
launching with the regular air 
that everyone breathes, laun­ 
ching with enriched air, such as 
that to be used in the new tests, 
lor launcing with pure oxygen, 
as originally planned. 
¡ In any case, the spacecraft's 
environment system would re­ 
place the air or enriched air 
with oxygen, once the Apollo 
command module is in space. 
¡ In tests the new command 
module flunked, serious fires 
broke out behind control panels, 
along 
communications 
cable 
and in acoustical lining inside 
an air duct. 
ABOUT ONE THIRD 
Pressure within the cabin for 
the first series of tests was 
about one-third that inside the 
craft which burned at Cape 
Kennedy, killing Air Force Lt. 
Cols. Virgil I. (Gus) Grissom 
and Edward White II and Navy 
Lt. Cmdr. Roger Chaffee. 
A space agency spokesman 
said he did not know whether 
the flammability review board 
headed by Gilruth had accepted 
the test engineers’ recommen­ 
dations that the materials which 
burned in the first tests be re­ 
placed with safer and readily 
available ones. 
March 15 remains the paper 
date for delivery to NASA of the 
command module to be used 
this summer in the first manned 
American spaceflight since the 
fire. April or May seems the 
“likely time for actual delivery, 
but completion could be de­ 
layed, and the launch schedule 
endangered, by further major 
modifications at this time.

Landmark is Expected 
To Come Down in IVB 
Plans for Renovation 


While plans for its replace­ 
ment are only tentative, a ma­ 
jor Pottstown landmark is 
scheduled to go, as part of the 
latest urban renewal program. 
The former Security Trust 
building, now the home of In­ 
dustrial Valley bank, located on 
the southwest corner of High 
and Hanover streets, will be 
leveled. 
While demolition isn’t sched­ 
uled for the immediate future, 
and it won’t come until a re­ 
placement is erected a little to 
the west, chances are it will not 
be around by the end of next 
year. 
GARDEN TYPE MALL 
In its place, officials said, a gar­ 
den-type mall, affording a note 
of beauty and a spot to rest for 
shoppers in the downtown area, 
will be developed. 
It’s all going to be done in 
conjunction with the borough’s 
South Hanover street urban re­ 
newal plan, for which part of the 
necessary federal approval was 
received last week. 
Of all the property owners in­ 
volved in the massive urban re­ 
newal area, IVB is the only one 
serving as its own redeveloper. 
Demolition of buildings within 
the urban renewal area will be 
handled by the Montgomery 
County Redevelopment author­ 
ity, as will property acquisition. 
But IVB was granted permis­ 
sion to demolish its own build­ 
ing, after erecting one to take 
its place on adjoining property. 
E. Paul Oliphant, vice chair­ 
man of the board at IVB, said 
the land will be secured from 
the Redevelopment authority, 


after that agency purchases it 
from the present owners and 
levels buildings there. 
STILL TENTATIVE 
Oliphant stressed that his 
firm’s plans still are most tenta­ 
tive, but it is definite that the 
multi-storied red brick land­ 
mark will disappear from its 
familiar place on the corner. 
He said it is expected actual 
redevelopment operations will 
get underway late this year, 
pending the necessary federal 
approval. 
When that happens, and after 
adjoining building are removed, 
IVB will begin constructing a 
two story building starting 
where a vacant restaurant now 
stands. 
Once the new building is com­ 
pleted, and banking operations 
transferred from the present 
one, the old one will be demol­ 
ished. 
Then, said Oliphant, the gar­ 
den-type mall, with plantings of 
many different shrubs, will be 
developed. 
DRIVE-IN CHANGE 
Another change from the pre­ 
sent way of doing things will be 
elimination of a High street en­ 
trance to the drive-in banking 
window. 
“The traffic pattern will be 
changed,” Oliphant advised, 
“and entrance to the drive-in 
window will come from the site 
of the present Reading con­ 
course only.” 
According to borough plans 
for developing the renewal area, 
the concourse, with the elimina­ 
tion of the Reading Railroad 
station, will become a public 


throughway, extending to York 
street. 
A huge parking lot will be con­ 
structed in the rear of High 
street properties, and the build­ 
ings will have separations 
through which motorists can 
walk from the parking loot. 
“Our current thinking is not 
final, by any means,” said 
¡Oliphant, “but when the rede­ 
velopment authority actually 
acquires the properties we will 
make definite committments.” 
MONEY SHORTAGE

KEEP ABREAST 
While domestic tire shipments 


are setting new records, and 
the American ecomony contin­ 
ues its upward trend, we are 
keeping abreast of economic ex­ 
pansion being experienced else­ 
where in the Free World. 
Our forecasters tell us that 
during 1968, the number of mo­ 
tor vehicles in use outside the 
United States will outnumber 
those in use in the United States 
for the first time. 
We at Firestone have been 
cognizant of this growth through 
the years. Our production facil­ 
ities throughout the world have 
been expanded to meet the 
needs. Today, our plants total 
108 in 29 countries.

Burgos, Spain; San Jose, Costa

There is little doubt that 1967 
was a good year. It marked the 
transition from 
the 
“tight 
money” period of 1966 into the 
relatively “easy money” period 
which has existed for the past 
12 months. 
Savings inflows 
throughout the nation were up 
sharply from 1966. As a result 
there was a corresponding in­ 
crease in the supply of funds 
available to make mortgage 
loans. While the real estate 
market remained generally soft 
during 1967. There nevertheless 
was a definite improvement 
shown over the preceding year. 
There is no question, of 
course, that the savings and 
loan business is affected by 
what goes on in the national 
economy. The year 1967 was 
no exception to this. Much of 
our progress during the year 
w*as due to the policies pursued 
by the Federal Reserve board 
wrhich eased up the supply of 
money.

| Business confidence has prob- 
i ably been disturbed, although 
this is an intangible factor to 
I m easure. 
In short, 1968 may well be—in 
the apt words of one observer 
— a year of worrisome pros­ 
perity. 
It appears that prospects in 
the ma jor areas of economic ac­ 
tivity are as follows: 
Consumer 
spending 
should 
rise appreciably. 
The consum­ 
er has been saving a high pro­ 
portion of his income — about 
7 percent during the first three 
quarters of 1967, compared with 
an average of about 6 percent 
in the previous three years.

to 
“ loosen his purse strings” and

spending habits. 
Moreover, 
personal 
income 
will be getting a boost from a 
rise in the federal

'rise further in 1968. 
Housing 
¡starts have made a good recov- 
iery from the sharp contraction 
which occurred in 1966. 
By No­ 
vem ber, starts were at an an­ 
nual rate of 1,556.000 units, the 
highest level in any month since 
late in 1965. 
While starts this year may not 
advance significantly above the 
current high level, the total vol­ 
ume of construction outlays will 
rise as units are pushed toward 
completion. 
(This favorable ob­ 
servation assum es that extrem e­ 
ly tight m onetary conditions will 
not prevail. 
If there is another “ money 
crunch” along the lines of 1966. 
however, housing starts and res­ 
idential construction can be ex­ 
pected to decline.) 
Capital expenditures—This is 
one of the most uncertain areas 
in the business outlook. 
The 
surveys of the D epartm ent of 
Comm erce 
and 
the 
McGraw- 
Hill com pany suggest a m oder­ 
ate increase this year in expend­ 
itures on new plants and equip­ 
ment 
(e.g., 
the 
McGraw-Hill 
survey projected a 5 percent 
gain over 1967). 
On the other 
hand, som e analysts feel that 
there will be either no increase 
or a net decline, pointing to the 
presence of excess plant capa­ 
city and the likelihood that cor­ 
porate profits will rem ain under 
pressure. 
On balance, it seem s as if the 
necessity to modernize equip­ 
ment and resist the advance in 
labor costs will result in a mod­ 
erate rise in capital expendi­ 
tures. 
G overnm ent expenditures — 
State and local governm ent out­ 
lays m ay be expected to con­ 
tinue to rise substantially. Fed­ 
eral spending is also likely to 
rise, although at a slower rate 
than in the past two years. The 
leveling off defense expenditures 
plus the current economy drive 
designed 
to 
weaken 
Congres­ 
sional resistance to a tax in­ 
crease will help to hold down 
the rise in federal spending, not 
bring about a decline. 
OUTLOOK MARRED 
M ajor problem s — The busi­ 
ness outlook is m arred by two 
m ajor problem s — inflation and 
the balance-of-paym ents deficit. 
Much of the dollar growth in 
economic activity will simply be 
represented by higher prices in­ 
duced by strengthening demand 
and wage increases in excess 
of productivity gains. 
A more rapid rise in the price 
level will tend to narrow this | 
nation’s surplus of exports over 
im ports and thus increase the 
substantial balance-of-paym ents 
deficit. 


Both inflation and the balance- 
of-paym ents deficit must be re ­ 
garded as even more serious 
problem s in light of the pressure 
on the U.S. gold stock that has 
iollow'ed the devaluation of the 
British pound. 
Public policies — It is urgent 
that public policies give priority 
lo the objective of preserving 
the integrity of the dollar. The 
Federal R eserve can be expect­ 
ed to adopt a 
more restrictive 
m onetary policy, as already in­ 
dicated by the increase in the 
discount ra te in November and 
the increase in reserve require­ 
ments announced in December. 
In the area of fiscal policy, a 
tax increase appears to be prob­ 
able. but by no means certain. 
By way of specific m easures to 
reduce the balance-of-payments 
deficit, the president announced 


a program on Jan. 1 featuring 
m andatory controls on foreign 
direct investm ent, further re ­ 
strictions 
on 
bank 
lending 
abroad, and curbs on foreign 
travel by Americans. 
Locally, we are looking for­ 
ward to a year of continuing 
prosperity. Employment should 
continue to be high. The m ajor 
im provem ents of highways U.S. 
100 and Route 422. and the event­ 
ual extension of the Schuylkill 
Expressw ay, 
will provide ex­ 
cellent 
transportation 
arteries 
to and 
from our city which 
should stim ulate further com ­ 
m ercial and industrial growth. 
In addition, these sam e routes 
will contribute to the rebuilding 
of th e' downtown business sec­ 
tion. The redevelopm ent of this 
area will further be aided by

The economy in 1968 will con­ 
front public policymakers with 
a difficult set of problems. Re­ 
covery and acceleration in eco­ 
nomic activity last year brought 
renewed upward pressures on 
costs and prices. These same 
pressures will be present in 1968, 
making inflation one of the key 
problems for policy formula­ 
tion. 
At the same time, while the 


economy is expected to be 
strong in the first half of the 
year, there is some question 
about the latter half of the year. 
Compounding this problem is 
the continuing adversity in the 
United States balance of pay­ 
ments — a situation which the 
events of 1967 have brought to a 
heightened position of priority. 
It is in this kind of economic 
climate that the debate over and 
the implementation of fiscal and 
monetary policy will take place. 
In many ways, 1967 was a 


year of contrasts. The first half part of the monetary authorities,
